Croix, Polk, Dallas, Buroett, Douglas, La Pointe, Ash-
land, Jacksoo, Clark, La Crosse, Marathon, Portage,
‘Wood, Manitowoe, Shawano, Door, Kewaunee, Oconto,
Outagamie and Brown, in this state, shall have a
lien thereon for the amount due for such supplies, la-
bor or services, and the same shall take precedence of
all other claims thereon.
